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A Brutal Murder.

One of the mos: terrible crimes that
shock and appal a whole community, was

rpetrated near this town on the night of
the 22d inst. The circumstances are briefly
as follows: Mr. Alex. D. Walker, res_ldl'ng
within halfa mile of the corporate limits,
was aroused from his sleep about 12 p. m,,
by « negro man who stated thata Mr.
Owens, of Spartanburg, camped near the
bridge, was very ill and desired some tea.
The tea was prepared and sent to the sup-
posed sufferers In twenty minutes after,
the same negro returned, with the infor-
mation that Mr. Owens was dying, and re-
quested Mr. Walker to accompany him to
the camp. Mr. Walker at once arose, and
in company with Butler Estes, his cousin,
obeyed the summons. After proceeding
some distance, the party was hailed by a
man in the woods and informed that the
wagon had been moved some distance back.
They retraced their steps and were joned
by a second negro. W hile walkinz in the
direction of the supposed wagon, the iwo
white men somewhat in advance, Mr Estes
was alarmed by a half stifled shout, u:td on
looking buck perceived that Mr. Walker
was in the grasp of the negro who first
visited the house At the same instant
the siegro who had joined them on the
road attempted to seize Mr. lstes, who
being unarmed, fied to the house. He
outran his pursuer and before reuu'hmg
the house, heard the discharge of a pistol.
Fifteen minutes afterwards the front door
was burst open by the same two negroes,
one of whom discharged a pistol, the ball
from which narrowly escaped ~triking the
aged mother of Mr. Walker, who was lying
in bed. )

They then ransacked the house at their
leisure, remained for an hour or longer,
and sclecting such articles as suited their
inclination. The body of Mr. Walker was
found early Monday morning, lying in the
centre of the public road. A pistol ball
had enterad the right temple, traversing
the brain und producing instant death. No
other wounds were discovered.  Mr. Wal-
ker was one of our most esteemed citizens
and his untimely fate has elicited general
sympathy. The two murderers arestill at
large, and appear to have been complete
strangers. One is described as a stout,
black fellov, twenty-one or two years of
age and of quick speech The uther is
copper colored, taller and heavier than his
ccmpanion. Both were armed with pis
tols. Col. Bliss, the commaundant of this
Post, in conjunction with the cirizens, has
gpared no efforts to secure the arrest of the
villains, The murder was most boldly
planned and deliberately executed, and has
occasioned an intense degree of excitement
It is sincerely to be hoped that the scoun-
drels who committed the atrocious crime
will speedily be captured and brought to
justice— Chester Standard.

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Ancient Masonic Memorials.

While digging in various parts of Eng-
land for the purpose of securing founda
tions for new editices, muany anecient me
morials have from time to time been
brought to light, which seem to afford some
evidence of the antiguity of’ Masounry, in
asmuch as they have been of a character
known and understood as appertaining to
tne ancient eraft, and eannot properly be
appropriated by others than operative Ma-
sons.  They are, at least, of nterest. Jan
uary 17th, 1712, ioa ploughed ficld in
the parish of Stunslord, near Woodiord,
Oxtordshire, was found an entire tesselated
pavement of thirty five feet in lenuth, and
twenty in breadth, formed of little square
stones of the size of dice of various calors,
and dih]lu.-iv.tl in regular order. It appenr-
ed to have been constructed upwards of
1,400 years,

August 15th, 1733, a Roman pavement
of musaic work was discovered in dizzing
for a foundation in Bishopsaate steoet,
which must have been exceuted considera
bly more than one thousand, seven hun
dred years,

April 18th, 1739, a mile beyond Stilton,
a leaden coffin was dug up,
fresh skeleton, and there were also found
many ancient coins in silver and brass; an
urn containing ashes, on which was repre
sented o femule, It is supposed that these
relies must have been there sinee the year
1RUR,

Septembor 4th, 1747, a curious tessela
ted pavement was discovered in Lincoln
shire, being twelve fect wide and thirty
long, wrought in civeles with u erust in the
centre, representing a man, in the same
mosuie work as the pavement.

Septemtber 22d, 1751, severs! workmen
cmployed in excavating upon the site of
the ancient city of Aventicum, built by
Vespasian, and destroyed i the filteenti
century, discovered a mosaie work sixty
leet long and forty feet broad, with figures
and ornuments well preserved. They ulso
found soveral broken eolumns and valuable
marble statucs — Masonic Record.
